A DESIRE TO CONTROL 
LEAD TO SHRINKAGE 


The Fight on Gates on the Street, 
Led by His Former Victims, 
Began on August 14, and 
Is Still Going On—His 
Every Step Blocked. 


New York, August 22.—(Special.)—John 
W. Gates was the subfect of many a 
laugh on Wall street today,’°men on the 
street figuring his losses in Colorado Fuel 
variously from $4,000,000 down to $1,000,000. 
A reliable estimate on the street places 
his total loss at $3,400,000. 

While there is nothing vindictive about 
the tone of the feeling for Gates in Wall 
street, the men who have bucked against 
him and fought him on more than one oc- 
casion are enjoying a satisfaction that is 
being manifested in self-gratulation. 

They knew Gates was torn with a 
strong desire to control Colorado Fuel and 
they set out earnestly, quietly and de- 
liberately to block every stroke that he 
might make in the game. 

On Wall street the fight against him 
first began on August 14, 
the inauguration of the injunction proe 
ceedings were begun, Colorado Fuel be- 
gan to slump point by point. Down the 
financial toboggan it slid, every day show- 
ing in the accounting a loss of several 
hundred thousands of dollars for Gates. 

From the time of its highest reach 
after Gates began buying stock in the 
Colorado Fuel to the present day tie 
holdings of the Gates coterie shows a 
shrinkage in value of just $3,400,000. But 
it is almost impossible to figure their ex- 
act losses, as Gates bought in the stock 
at varying prices. 
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CABLE CARS IN AWFUL CRASH | 


Panic-Stricken Passengers Leap from 
Windows to Street. 

Kansas City, Mo., August 22.—A cable 
traln crowded With passengers escaped 
from the control of the gripman in, 
charge at the top of the Ninth street 
incline early this evening, and dashing 
down at a terrific speed, crashed into a 
train standing at the bottom. W. B. 
Taylor, gripman on the descending car, 
was killed instantly, and a score or 
more persons bruised, but as most of 
these were quickly taken away by their 
friends, the number of the injured and 
the extent of their injuries 
known. 

The train at the bottom was being pre- 
pared for the return trip, but had not 
been switched to the second track, when 
the descending train, beyond control, 
came dashing down the incline. Passen- 
gers in both trains became panic stricken 
when the impending disaster was fore- 
seen and in the efforts to escape from 
both many had narrow escapes from 
death. The incline which has been the 
scene of several accidents is 300 yards 
in length, and starting at the top of the 
bluff at Penn and Ninth. streets de- 
scends at an angle of 45 degrees to an 
elevated platform. 
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FIRE CONTROLLED BY BOYS. 


Perfect Discipline Displayed at New 
York School. 

New York, August 22.—A fire of un- 
known origin started today in the tower 
of the main building of the Catholic 
protectory in West Chester. Owing to in- 
sufficient water pressure, the buikling 
was for some time in serious danger, but 
the fire department of the institution, 
composed of boys, held the flames in 
check until the arrival of the engines, 
summoned on two alarms, when the fire 
was soon extinguished, after it had 
spread to one of the upper dormitories. 
Perfect discipline was maintained among 
the 800 boys in the institution, who at 
the first alarm took their regular fire 
stations and went through the custom- 
ary drill.

MILLIONS TO GUARD MINES. 


Large Number of Officers Paid for 
Detective Work. 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., August 22.—It is es- 
timated that the coal and iron police- 
men now guarding the idle collieries in 
four counties of the anthracite region 
number 5,000. The employment of so 
many special guards has necessitated an 
expenditure by the companies to date 
of $1,800,000. Besides paying the special 
policemen a daily wage the companies 
supply them with food and lodging. 
Every coal company in tilt anthracite 
district and nearly every washery has 
its quota of police. The commissions are 
all granted by Governo: Stone at Har- 
risburg and cost the companies $4 for 
the granting and recording of each com- 
mission. Of this sum $2 goes to the state 

and $2 to the county. 


TROOPS } PREPARE TO STAY. 


General Gobin’s Men Arrange for a 
Long Siege. 

Tamaqua, Pa., August 22.—Acting upon 
the advice of General Gobin the officers 
and men of the First battalion of the 
Twelfth regiment, stationed near here, 
sent to Shenandoah for their full equip- 
ments and their personal effects.

Commercial Congress at St. 
Paul Adopts Ringing 
Resolutions. 


AMERICAN CONGRESS 
URGED TO PASS LAWS 


What Was Thought To Be the End 
of the Discussion on the Sub- 
ject of Combinations of Cap- 
ital Proved To Be Only 


the Beginning. 


St. Paul, August 22.—Although yester- 
day's discussion of the trust question and 
the later action of the resolutions com- 
mittee in ignoring the question had 
been regarded as the end of the consider- 
ation of that problem by the Trans- 
Mississippi Commercial Congress, such 
proved not to be the case. When the 
congress was called to order today for 
the. closing session, J. A. Gardner, of 
St. Louis, secured the floor and moved 
the adoption of resolutions. They 
slightly differed from the Wetmore reso- 
lutions earlier in the session and pre- 
cipitated another lively deba‘ fe point 
of discussion was more Me. jer the 
proposition should generally be looked 
upon fs partisan action by the congress 
than on the merits of the case. By a 
vote of twenty to nineteen the resolu- 
tions were adopted, as follows: 

Whereas, The trust system has been 
and is a m@mace to our republican 
institutions, 9nd 

Whereas, -3 allowed to continue to 
form combinations in restraint of 
trade and for the elimination of com- 
petition, the wealth of the entire 
country will be concentrated in the 
hands of a few, and 

Whereas, The said combinations are 
calculated to destroy the hope and 
ambition of the youth of the country, 
it being well understood that the am- 
bition and hope of the young men of 
this nation have made it, great; 
therefore be it 

Resolved by this coungress, That 
the president of the United States be 
respectfully urged to use all the pow- 
er vested in his office to the end that 
the growing power and the influence 
of the trusts may be destroyed, and 
be it further 

Resolved, That if in the wisdom of 
the national] congress the laws now on 
the statute books are insufficient to 
suppress this growing evil, that other 
and more stringent and efficient laws 
be speedily enacted.

Baltimore, August 22.—Mrs. Sarah 
Schumacher, aged 70 years, was found 
deag in her. room late last night and her 
daughter, Martha, was wandering in a 
half-crazed condition about the lower 
floor of their home. Coroner Jones said 
today that Mrs. Schumacher had died 
from starvation. Martha Schumacher 
said she and her mother were too proud 
to tell any one of their impoverished con- 
dition and that for several days neither 
had had a meal. It is said the Scnu- 
machers have well-to-do relatives in 
Philadelphia and Virginia. I1] health had 
rendered Martha, the sole support of her 
widowed mother, unable to work for sev-

The distracted father of Agnes Reach 
came to Macon today to notify the police 
and to secure the alg@ of detectives. 

Tindall is described 283 a young man 
of 19 vears of age, low of statue, stout 
and fair of complexion and at the time 
last seen wore a white hat. He was sent 
to the asvlum some time ago aiid Ire- 
cently escaped. 

Roach, in telling of the affair, says 
he was absent from home yesterday af- 
ternoon and no one. was there but his 
daughter Agnes and two of his younger 
children. Suddenly Tindall appeared on 
the scene, with a drawn pistol in his 
hand, so the younger children tell him, 
and by threats of killing her made he 
put on 2 clean drevs and teave with 
him.

Tindall Hired a Buggy. 

The couple walked about 2 miles. when 
Tindall stopped at the house of a negro 
man whom he knew and hired a mule and 
bygey from him, saying he would take 
a little drive, and when he returned he 
would pay him for the use of the vehicle, 

At last accounts Tindal had not’ re- 
turned. He ‘drove off with the girl, go- 
ing in the direction of Macon. 

When Roach arrived at his home last 
evening about dusk his children informed 
him of what Tindal had done. Roach, 
with a number of his neighbors, searched 
on the highways and in the woods for 
Tindal <nd the girl last night but with- 
out success. This morning a telegram 
was sent to the Macon pollee to be on 
the lookout for the couple, and Roach 
also came here today seeking them, 
but no trace of the parties could be 
found in the city. 

Roach says that inasmuch es Tindal is 
a lunatic and had a pistol, he is appre- 
hensive that Tindal may have murdered 
Agnes.

New York, August 22.—Relative to the 
coming army and navy maneuvers, The

“General MacArthur hes prepared a list 
of rules, which, with various other data, 
is now in the hands of the acting secre- 
tary of war and will be published. The 
army feels naturally handicapped in its 
position with reference to the maneuvers. 
A fleet of dispatch boats, operated by 
newspapers, will follow the fleet. Each 
movement, of the big ships will be re- 
corded, and the photographic depaivment 
will lese no opportunity of reproducing 
the fleet. A

learned here today that in a few. weeks’ 
time the general freight offices of the 
Southern railway are to be removed from 
Washington to Atlanta. 

This announcement is absolutely au- 
thoritative, and it is understood that 
quarters for the freight: effices have al- 
ready been secured in the Equitable build- 
ing in Atlanta, 

General Freight Agent E. A. Niel and 
all the freight officials under him who 
have their headquarters here will go to 
Atianta, as will the large clerical force 
that is required to do the work of the 
general freight offices and that of the 
rate offices. 

Freight Traffic Manager T. C. Powell 
will retain his office in this city, as will 
Second Vice President W. W. Finley, 
Third Vice President F. S. Gannon, 
Fourth Vice President J. M. Culp, and 
all the officials of the passenger depaat- 
ment who have been previously 
here. 

The announcement that the Southern’s 
freight offices were to be removed to At- 
lanta caused an unaisual amount of in- 
terest in Washington today and there 
were rumors to the effect that the pas- 
Senger department would also probably 
go to Atlanta. However. it is stated that 
though this may come in time, 
tain that the passenger offices will 
the present remain in Washington. 

The announcement that this chahge is 
to be made will cause no surprise, as it 
was announced in these dispatches some 
time ago that the freight officid’s of the 
Southern had at that time practicaily 
decided to move their headquarters to 
Atlanta. 


Superior Railroad Center. 

The reason for the change is the great 
superiority of Atlanta as a railroad cen- 
ter, and especially on account of its po- 
sition as the logical center of the South- 
ern’s system of lines. Ever since the 
general offices were moved to Washtayzton 
from Atlanta several years ago the of- 
ficials of the freight department have 
experienced increasing difficulty in han- 
dling the very heavy correspondence of 
the freignt department from a point so 
far from the center of the system as is 
Washington. 

For a time an effort was made to rem- 
edy the matter by having Mr. Powell, 
who was then assistant freight traffic 
manager, stationed in Louisville, but this 
did not much mend matters. The only 
advantage gained from it was greater 
ease in handling the business of the St. 
Louis-Loutsville lines. The office of As- 
Sistant Freight Traffic Manager Lee Me- 
Clung at Louisville now has charge of 
little other business than that of these 
lines. 

Freight Traffic Manager T. C. Powell 
is in Atlanta today and it is understood 
that the purpose of his visit to Atlanta 
is to secure quarters for the freight of- 
fices in that citv. 

The work of the passenger dezortment 
can be handled with greater ease from 
Washington and through the branch of- 
fices in Atlanta, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis it has been handled in a satisfac- 
tory manner, but it is belleved here that 
it will be only a few months until that 
department will follow the freight de- 
partment to Atlanta.

Five Children, While Playing on the 
ch, Are Washed Away and 
All of Them Drowned. 


London, August 22.—A harrowing hol- 
iday tragedy occurred today at Filey, a 
watering place near Scarhoroueh. 

Five children, who were playing on the 
sands, were cut off by the inflowing tide 
and drowned before their mothers, who 
were sitting on the beach, had noticed 
the danger which threatened them.

BOND COMES TO 


SIGN TREATY 


Famous Bond-Blaine Conven- 
tion May Soon Be 
Ratified. 


PRIVILEGES GRANTED TO 
AMERICAN FISHERMEN 


The United States Is Required To 
Open Its Markets to Newfound- 
land Fisheries—Sir Robert 
Bond Sails from Liv- 

erpool. 
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London, August 22.—Sir Robert Bord, 
the premier and colonial secretary of 
Newfoundland, sailed from _ Liverpool 
yesterday for Montreal on the Allan liner 
Pretorian, on his way to Washington, 
with full power from the imperial gov- 
ernment to open the negotiations through 
the British charge d’affaires for the rati- 
fication of the Bond-Blaine convention. 
The Bond-Blaine convention was a spe- 
cial agreement entered into about ten 
years ago between the lete James G. 
Blaine, the secretary of state, and the 
premier of Newfoundland. 

The convention on the part of New- 
folndiand granted to United States fish- 
ermen considerable privileges in regard 
to purchasing bait, and largely reduced 
the duties on a considerable elass of 
imports into Newfoundland. 
The United States, on its side, opened its 
markets to Newfoundland fisheries with 
its products, and confirmed the prtvilege 
cf transportation of fresh fish in bond 
to the United States markets. 

"The Newfoundland premier has 
clared himself in favor of free trade with 
the United States as against the union of 
the ecvlony with the Dominion of Can- 
ada. His success in obtaining imperial 
sanction fog his present American visit 
is the culmination of twelve years of per- 
sistent effort and only tnis week was 
re able to convince the government of 
the injustice done to Newfoundland by 
the non-ratification of the conventicn and 
secure its ccnsent to the resumption of 
the reciprocitv negotiations. 

The premier will lose no time in getting 
to work and the British charge d’affaires 
will communicate with the state depart- 
ment shortly after he arrives in Amer- 
ica. 


TO NAME PAPAL DELEGATE. 


Documents Referring to Philippine 
Question Compiled. 

Rome, August 22.—The vatican author- 
itles have completed the collection of 
Gocuments referring to the Philippines 
question for the use of the apostolic del- 
egate at Manila, and it is conjectured 
that his appointment is imminent. A 
complete history of the negotiations of 
the subject of the friars’ lands is given. 

The full text of the notes exchanged 
between Governor Taft and the vatican 
is supplemented by precise instructions, 
regarding which secrecy is maintained, 
though. Cardinal Rampolla, the papal 
secretary of state, hopes that the in- 
structions are so framed as to enable 
the delegate to fulfill the pope’s promise 
to Governor Taft, namely, to reach a 
solution satisfactory to both parties. 


LEFT FORTUNE TO COUNTESS. 


Rich Lands in South Africa Fall to 
the House of Warwick. 
London, August 22.—The Essex Coun- 
ty Chronicle says it hears that Cecil 
Rhodes bequeathed to the countess of 
Warwick lands in South Africa whtch 
have been sold for $1,000.000. Some time 
tefore the death of Cecil Rhodes the 
countess published an article on ‘‘Train- 
ing Girls for the Transvaal,’”’ in which 
she directly appealed to Andrew Car- 

negie for aid in the work. 

At the time the provisions of Mr: 
Rhodes’ will were made public it was 
reported that he had left a large sum 
of money to the earl and countess of 
Warwick, because the countess, more 
than all other English women, best per- 
sonified British imperialism from a femi- 
nine point of view. The repcrt was de- 
nied, however, by an intimate friend. of 
Mr. Rhodes, who was familiar with the 
contents of the will.

KILLS NEGRO TO SAVE BROTHER 
To 


Desperate Criminal Attempts 
Shoot Deputy Sheriff. 

Griffin, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)—At 
about 2 o'clock this afternoon J. dD. 
R , a Well Known farmer of Spalding 
} ccunty, shot and almost instantly killed 
John Jones, a desperate negro character, 
who had recently escaped from the 
Spalding county chaingang. 

The killing was at the shanties, 4 miles 
from Griffin, and was _ the result of a 
firece conflict at the house of the negro 
between Roan and a few neighbors, who 
had been deputized by Sheriff Freeman, 
and the megro, who had armed himself 
with a 38-caliber pistol and razor. 

Roan, his brother, Alfred, and two 
Others had heard that Jones was at his 
wife’s house and went there to arrest 
him. When the negro saw the party of 
deputies he sprang back in the house 
and armed himself. As he returned to 
the front porch he was seized by Alfred 
Roan and drew his pistol and tried to 
fire at his captor. 

“Shoot him or he'll shoot me,” cried 
Alfred Roan, as the negro, with remark- 
able strength, threw him off and leveled 
his pistol at him. Instantly J. D. Roan 
fired, and the negro fell, dying in about 
twenty-five minutes. On his person was 
found a pistol, a razor and some ammu- 
nition. 

Roan immediately telephoned to Sheriff 
Freeman and gave himself up. Sheriff 
Freeman, however, released him, as all 
the evidence showed. him to be justifiable 
in killing ithe negro. |

left hand blown off by his own pistol last 
night in a desperate fight with a negro 
named Mays at Orchard Hill.

Collector MacFarlane Shot. 

Tampa, Fila., August 22.—Late this 
evening great excitement was caused by 
a difficulty between George R. MacFar- 
lane, deputy collector of customs, and H.

(JOINT DEBATE 
IS NOT WANTED 


State Democratic Committee 
of North Carolina Ob- 
jects to Plan. 


WOULD ONLY DRAW CROWD 
TO HEAR REPUBLICAN 


Senator Pritchard Throws Out Chal- 
lenge to Locke Craig, Which Is 
Taken Up in Race for Sen- 
ate—Other News in 
Brief. 


Raleigh, N. C., August 22.—(Special.)— 
The democratic state committee does not 
give any official sanction to the joint 
debate which Senator Jeter C. Pritcharl 
and Locke ,Craig are to have. It wns 
stated at the recent meeting of the com- 
mittee that Pritchard had challenged 
Craig and that the latter had accepted. 
Up to that time the challenge and reply 
had not been made public. In fact, they 
were not made public until this 
week. There is sharp opposition to th2 
joint debate for two reasons, one of 
which is curious. There are at lea®t five 
aspirants for the democratic nomination 
for the senatorship, or rather for elec- 
tion by the legislature, as the latter and 
not the primary is to be the mode of 
choice. The other aspirants do not wish 
Craig given this undue prominence, as 
Senator Pritchard singles rim out and 
refers to him as the choice of the dem- 
ocrats. While the senator is to be a 
western man, it is by no means certain 
that Craig will be chosen. Lee S. Over- 
man, of Salisbury, feels more than san- 
guine of winning. There is in the eastern 
counties among the democrats bitter op- 
position to any joint canvass at all, and 
especially opposition to having Pritch- 
ard speak. The opposition comes from 
all the counties in which there is, or 
has been, a large negro vote. It is not 
the desire that republican doctrines shall 
be heard in such counties, or that the 
presence of democratic speakers shall 
draw crowds to hear republicans. It 1s 
freely said: “If Pritchard speaks alone, 
only negroes and a handful of white re- 
publicans will turn out to hear him, 
while if a democrat divides time with 
him thefe will be many democratic 
auditors."’ The joint debate will, ther2- 
fore, get Officially the democratic coid 
shoulder in the eastern counties, and in 
the southern tier also. It is not the de- 
sire to stir the negroes up. They are 
now very quiet indeed, and have been 
for four years. 

It is quite well understood now that 
the republicans will put up a fight in 
three districts, these being the fifth, 
ninth and tenth. They will make it In 
the fifth because it 1s a factory district, 
and they hope to get some of the float- 
ing vote and if possible the independent 
vote also. There is quite an indepcend- 
ent spirit, but it {fs manifested more in 
regard to the candidate for the presi- 
dency than for any one else. In all the 
districts other than the three referred 
to it does not appear that nominations 
will be made other than in a perfunctorv 
way. The republican party is badly dis- 
organized in all the districts save the 
eighth and ninth, where it is unquestion- 
ably strong and which It claims. 

Power of Corporation Board. 

The new corporation act largely ex- 
tended the powers of that board. It re- 
quires it really to map out all revenue 
legislation. In other words, it is re- 
quired to send to the governor its views 
and recommendations a3 to such legis- 
lation, based on the facts and figures 
which {ft alone has collacted. These are 
to be so sent prior to the meeting of the 
legislature, so ‘hat the governor can 
transmit them in his biennial message 
at the opening, and so the legislature 
can begin at once to act upon them and 
Cispose of the matter within its brief 
session of sixty days. The fact is fhe 
legislatures have, with rare exceptions. 
failed {n the matter of revenue bills. The 
last one was worse than a failure: it 
was a blunder. The legislatcrs thought 
it would raise some $700,(00 more in the 
two years 1901-1902 than it actually 
raised, and as a result of their poor 
calculations the approp-viations exceeded 
the income $453,000 and the state was 
forced to borrow $200,000 in New York 
for its schools and insane asylums. If 
the corporation commissicn gets in its 
work properly, and it alone knows. the 
possibilities, there will be no trouble in 
1903-4. But it is very plain that there 
will be sw2eping changes of the reven>. 
law and extensive additions to it. Sen- 
ator Pritchard, republican state chair- 
man, says the “battle cry’’ of his party 
im the North Cacolina campaign will be 
“extravagance.’’ There was really no 
extravagance. All the money was well 
appropriated. The only trouble was the 
failure to draft such a revenue bill as 
would raise the needed money.

General 
Harrison reviewed the respective merits 
of the two candidates, very much to the 
advantage of the former governor and 
explained that he supported Morgan over 
Johnston because the former towered 
over the latter as an eagle over a spar- 
row.

That was thg cll- 
max of the speech.

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FIREMAN KILLED, 
ENGINEERS HURT 


Southern Freight Trains Collide | 


Near Gurley, Ala 


Both Engines Are Wrecked, and 
Cars Are Smashed—New Engines 
Pulling Fast Passenger 
Train Jump the Track 
Near Asheville. 


Gurley, Ala., August 22.—(Special.)— 
Freight trains Nos. 51 and 520n the South- 
é€rn railroad came together in a head- 
end collision this afternoon and Fire- 
man George Bond was instantly killed 
and Engineers Woodruff and Russell 
were scriously injured. 

The collision occurred about 1 ~ mile 
west of here on a curve, which shut out 
the view from the approaching trains. 
The first known of the impending dan- 
ger was when the engines came into 
view, the distance being so short it was 
impossible to stop the rapidly moving 
trains, though the engines were reversed 
and steam applicd by the brave engi- 
neers who were facing death. 

Then the two monster locomotives came 
togctner. After the first crash, the auge 
machines recoiled as if to gather strength 
and again came together with such a 
momentum that: both locomotives were 
completely wrecked, with the heavily 
loaded freight cars piled upon the tops 
of them. 

When the crew, after being badly 
shaken up, reached the engines, they 
found the engineers badly injured and 
the fireman underneath his engine dead, 
his life havi; = * en.crushed out by the 
tons of stcel.... iron above him. 

The cause cee collision is not known, 
but it is being’ investigated »by the of- 
ficials of the road. 

Wreck Near Asheville. 

Ash ville, N. C., August 22.—(Special.)— 
The west-bound passenger train due in 
Ashevillo at 1:30 o'clock today was wreck- 
ed at 1 o’clock about 1% miles from 
Swannanoa station.- 

The locomotive, a brand new one on its 
first regular trip, left the -rails, rolled 
completely over, was smashed into pieces, 


the tender piled on top of the Jgeomotive, 
and the trucks on top of a 

The most marvellous thing was that 
the fireman and engineer escaped almost 
without a scratch. 

The mail and baggage cars were thrown 
from their trucks and badly broken up 


and the passenger coaches sustained some 


injury. 

Rev. M. Levy, of Black Mountain, was 
the most seriously hurt, and is in the 
hospital, but he is not believed to be in 
a dangerous condition. He seems to 
be badly bruised and shaken up from de- 
ing thrown forwerd wien the accident oc- 
cutred, 

The escape of the train crew and the 
mail and express clerks is one of the most 
wonderfiui on record. 

The only cause assigned for the acci- 
cent is the supposition by the railway 
authorities that a spike was '’ying on 
the track and derailed the locomotive. 
Whether it was placed there by accident 
or design is not at present krown. 

Pole Car Is Wrecked. 

Savannah, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)— 
A terrible accident was narrowly avert- 
el un the Tybee railroad today. Six 
men had to jump for their lives from & 
rapidly-moving pole car into which a 
train crashed a moment afterward. 

Henry Genthem, the keeper of the 
bridge over Lazaret creek, which sepa- 
rates Tybee from the mainland, opened 
the draw to permit a boat to pass. As 
the heat had caused the rails to expand 
he could not close it, so he started to- 
ward Tybers to get some of the section 
men to Felp him. He found them and 
started back on the car. In the mean- 
time a fisherman, who sometimes helps 
him with the bridge, closed the draw and 
allowed a train to cross. This. was un- 
known to the men, who were speeding 
back on the car. They saw the train 
rounding a curve and just had time to 
jump. The car was splintered to frag- 
ments by the collision. Genthem was con- 
siderably bruised, but the others were but 
little hurt.

STATE NORMAL SCHOOL 


ITS QUARTERS 


It Enters Upon the Most Prosperous Year of Its 
Historys=Lack of Room Forces Division 
of Classes. 


Athens, Ga 
State Normal School of Georgia has en- 
tered upon what will undoubtedly be the 
most prosperous year in its history. It 
has fairly outstripped itself in the race 
to the goal of prosperity. 

The large attendance in itself is proof 
conclusive of the ever-increasing desire 
of the teachers of Georgia to equip them- 
selves for the work that they have to do, 
and today, if the State Normal school 
had dormitory space and sufficient reci- 
tation rooms, there would be at least one 
thousand there, 

The lack of ample recitation rooms is 
forcing the faculty to divide the large 
classes {nto several sections each and 
thus very. much extra work is put upon 
them. It is impossible to teach classes 
ef more than one hundred and fifty teach- 
ers in the rooms that have to be used as 
recitation rooms. The members of the 
faculty are meeting every requirement 
of the situation cheerfully and are teach- 
ing all in the most effective manner pos- 
sible. 

The ‘dining hall, large: as it fs, has 
proved to be inadequate this time. Six 
meals each day have to be set in order 
to feed the large number .of teachers in 
attendance there. 

Fully séventy-five teachers could not 
get in-+the: dormitories. The faculty se- 
cured places for them in the homes of 
different citizens living near the school. 
Some of these citizens have taken the 
teachers into their homes and refused to 
accept any board money. 

The faculty is especially gratified over 
the fact that nearly all the teachers will 
remain throughout the entire session of 
three months. Hitherto only 6 per cent 
of the teachers attending the normal 
school have remained through the entire 
session. This year 85 per cent will re- 
main. Only thirty-eight teachers out of 
the more than three hundred in attend- 
ance will leave at the expiration of ten 
weeks, and more than that number will 
be on hand to take their places. 

A peep into the registry book of the 
State Normal school shows a number of 
interesting facts. To start with, 90 per 
cent of the teuchers are self-supporting. 
This 1s evidence of the earnestness with 
which these young men and young women 
are seeking an education. 

The sons and daughters of farmers pre- 
dominate at the normal school. The pa- 
rents of 183 of these teachers are farmers. 
The occupations of the other parents are 
as follows:. Merchants, 30; preachers, 13;

teachers, 5; county officials, 6; mechanics, 
5; physicians, 6; insurance agents, 3;

These teachers are thoroughly repre- 
sentative of Georgla. They come from 
79 of the 187 counties. *Those counties 
having five or more representatives at the 
State Normal scho® are Clarke, Musco- 
gee, Fulton, Greene, Troup, Wilkes, Bul- 
loch, Burke, Butts, DeKalb, Harris, 
Laurers, Newton, Oconee. Oglethorpe, 
Richmond, Washington. The other sixty- 
two counties have from one to four repre- 
sentatives. 

The religious preferences of the teach- 
ers are ag follows: Baptists, 132; Meth- 
odists, 98; Presbyterians, 25; Christian, 
14; Episcopalians, 6; Catholics. 5; Primf- 
tive Baptists, 4; Hebrew, 1; Universalist, 1. 

These teachers are not all without ex- 
perience by any means. Out of the more 
than three hundred 124 hold teachers’ If- 
64 hold first grade. licenses; 45 
second grade licenses, and 15 third grade 
licenses, 

Seventy-seven have diplomas from vari- 
ous institutions of learning. These fnstf- 
tutions and the number of representa- 
tives at the normal school are as follows:

Atlanta Water and Electric Power 
Company Elects Officers and 
Directors—Work on the Big 
Million-Dollar Dam Pro- 
gressing Rapidly. 


The Atlanta Water and Electric Power 
Company, which will build the $1,000,000 
¢€am across the Chattahoochee river at 
Bull Sluice shoals, with the object in 
view of furnishing the city of Atlanta 
with electricity, has been organized and 
the following officers were elected at the 
first meeting of the stockholders: S. Mo-- 
gan Smith, of York, Pa., president; For- 
rest Adair, of this city, vice president; 
end a board of directors composed of 8. 
Morgan Smith and C. Elmer Smith, of 
York, Pa.; George C. Smith, of Pittsburg, 
Fa.,ani Forrest Accir and Jack C. Spald- 
ing, of Atlanta. 

The company is capitalized at $1,500,000, 
&il Of which stock is taken, and with a 
provision in the charter that this amoynt 
tray be increzssed to any amount that the 
stockholders may see fit. 

C. Elmer Smith, cf the firm of 8. Mor- 
gan Smith, of York, Pa., has been in 
Atlanta for several days on business con- 
nected with the electric and water power 
development which this company propos- 
es to do at the Bull Sluice shoals. Mr. 
Smith was in conterence with Barbour 
‘Thompson, of the Southern railws y, Wed- 
reeday arranging the final details in re- 
gard to the widening of the gauge of the 
Roswell railroad, and the building of the 
5-mile spur track to the dam site. 

Mr. Smith while in the city is making 
contracts for the large quantities of ma- 
terial necessary, and is arranging to put 
in telephones at the hotel and office, 
which have been erected. An idea of the 
enormity of the work undertaken can he 
gained by a knowledge of the large 
amount of cement which will be required. 
This single item will cost the company 
$100,000. 

It will take 50,000 barrels of cement to 
hold together the gigantic masonry which 
will be put up. It is said that this ix the 
iargest quantity that has ever been used 
in the United States in a single piece of 
work. 

Work Is Being Pushed. 

‘The work on the dam is progressing 
rapidly. A very large force of work- 
men is engaged in cleaning up the tim- 
ber and grading fcr the foundation. The 
Gam when completed will be a solid wall 
of masonry, 50 feet high and 65 feet wide 
at the base. It is estimated that the 
back water from ithe dam will extend 6 
miles up the river, as far as the Ros- 
well bridge. The length of time occu- 
pied in the construction will be about 
eighteen months. 

C. Elmer Smith left last night for Bull 
Sluice, where he will remain about a 
week tn consultation with expert en- 
gineers and masons, who are on the 
ground, and he will arrange many de- 
tails incident ty the erection of the dam 
and power house. 

The Bull Sluice shoals are located about 
5 miles above the Randall shoals, concern- 
ing the power development of which much 
has been said recently, and for which 
Colonel Albert Cox, representing the pro- 
moters, has filed application for a fran- 
chisé to supply electricity and power in 
the city of Atlanta. THs is entirely a 
Gifferent enterpris: from tnat known as 
the Bull Slu:ce property. 

Franchise Not Yet Asked. 

The Atlanta Water and Electric Pow- 
er Company has not yet made an appli- 
cation to the city for a franchise, and it 
is understood that the company will not 
do so for some time yet. 

Forrest Aoair, vice -president of the 
company, in speaking of the undertaking 
yesterday, seid while it was one of the 
largest in the history of Atlanta, yet its 
success is assured when it is backed by 
such men as George C. Smith, so well 
known and much admired in Atlanta, gnd 
the other prominent and substantial ynen 
tho are promoting the scheme. 

“It will mean as much for the city,” 
he said, ‘‘as ihe undertaking is gigantic.”’

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CHARGED BODY 
WAS MUTILATED 


Complaint Is Made Against 
Physicians of Grady 
_ Hospital, . 


POLICE MAKE CHARGES THAT 
RECORDS ARE INCOMPLETE 


Dr. Brewster Denies There Was Any 
Mutilation of Moody’s Body, 
but Says an Autopsy Was 
Held—What Records 
Are Kept. 


An autopsy held on the body of Richard 
Moody at the Grady hospital has caused 
some grave charges to be made against 
that institution. It is alleged that the 
body of Moody was mutilated by Grady 
hospital physicians without the knowi- 
edge or consent of the dead man’s rela- 
tives. 

At the same time members of the police 
force charge that no correct records are 
kept at the hospital and that the police 
authorities are often greatly hampered in 
their work by the lax way in which the 
hospital is run. 

Richard Moody died at the hospital last 
Wednesday. He had been boarding at 
No. 119 Auburn avenue. Sunday he com- 


plained of feeling badly. He went to 
Grant park with his. brother, Chester 
Moody. Monday night he became worse 
and was taken to the hospital. Tuesday 
he appeared to be doing well. Wednesday 
he began to sink rapidly and died. 

The case was an unusual one and the 
hospital physicians were puzzled ab‘ggp’ 
the diagnosis. They decideq to hold an 
autopsy, and did so. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Moody, of No. 14 Gray 
street, says she is the mother of Richard 
Moody and that she is ready to make an 
affidavit that she never gave her con- 
sent to any physician at the Grady hos- 
pital to hold an autopsy. She says that 
the body of her son was So badly muti- 
lated that the undertaker, W. H. Pat- 
terson, would not carry it to her home. 

The hospital physicians say that the 
body was not mutilated, but they admit 
that an autopsy was held. . 

“We did not mutilate the body,” states 
Dr. Brewster, superintendent of the hos- 
pital. ‘‘The autopsy was an ordinary one 
and all wounds made on the body were 
repaired. It is my understanding that 
the house physician had the consent of 
the deag man’s relatives for an autopsy.” 

Records Incomplete. 

Dr. Brewster was told that the. case 
had brought forth other complaints 
against the hospital and that the police 
authorities charged that no complete 
records were kept. 

“We have a record of all persons wno 
are registered here as patients,’’ stated 
the doctor. “Of course if a man “Js 
brought here who only wants a woudl 
dressed we do not take his name.” 

“That is the very thing the police com- 
plain of,’’ he was told. “They say that 
often persons who have been cut or shot 
and who are wanted come to the hospital] 
and are received by you and turned 10083 
without a scratch of a pen.”’ 

“If they come and are not received as 
patients,’’ was the reply, ‘‘we do not make 
any record of them.”’ 

Dr. Brewster was also told that there 
was a general suspicion that the Grady 
hospigal was utilized as a sort of clinic 
class for the medical hospital and that 
the college inserted in its advertisement 
that it was close by the hospital. 

“Oh, we allow some of the students to 
see some of the patients,’’ said Dr. Brew- 
ster, ‘“‘but there is not a word of truth in 
the hospital having any connection with 
the medical college.’ 

Mrs. Moody has consulted a lawyer and 
it is possible that some steps may be 
taken about the alleged mutilation of the 
body of Richard Moody.

An especially good time is being are 
ranged for the newsboys and if one has 
among this number of sturdy little public 
Servants some protege, he cannot help 
him to a good time along with his cum- 
rades in any better way than contribut- 
ing to this fund.

Each morn- 
ing these barrels are provided with 50 
pounds of ice and this cost, together with 
the attention requiregyin looking after 
the barrels, has proved to be a big item. 
There is now a deficiency of $57.75 in the 
ice fund and contributions are greatly 
needed to wipe out this Hability and 
sustain the local agencies. 


HE ACTED WITH BARRETT: 
PAINTS BIJOU SCENERY 


and pots of bbrilliant-hued paints, 

George Talbot yesterday busied him- 
self making a beautiful landscape out of 
a huge piece of canvass that was stretch- 
ed on the big paint frame at the Grand. 
This ‘‘drop’’—which is the technical term 
for the painted canvas—is a part of the 
stage settings for the new Bijou theater, 
which Jake Wells will open here Septem- 
ber 15. 

Mr. Talbot has been in Atlanta since 
the first of the week and has already 
completed several elaborate bits of 
scenery. oHe will probably remain in the 
city until the new house opens. Then 
he goes ‘to Birmingham to paint the 
scenery for the theater which Mr. Wells 
has leased at that place. Afterwards, it 
is probable he will return to Atlanta to 
finish several additional sets for the Bi- 
jou. 

Mr. Talbot is an Mteresting man. For 
the past twenty-five years he has been 
wielding a brush in the, interest of the 
uplifting of the stage arfa to what pur- 
pose may be judged by his work. He is 
an industrious little man and has the 
faculty of working out an intricate “ex- 
terior” or “interior” In a remarkably short 
time, Apparently he sees the whole picture 
outlined on his canvas, for, with no pre- 
liminary work except to get the proper 
measurements, he slaps 0n Paints, seémin-: 
ly without regard to nature's laws.and the 
scene unfolds itself as if by magic under 
his dashing strokes. 

He works on a bridge suspended many 
feet above the floor of Me stage at the 
Grand and the ‘‘paint frame’’—to which 
is fastened the canvas—is raised or low- 
ered as he desires. /.t all times he is 
within severa] feet of the canvas and con- 
sequently cannot take in the whole of the 
perspective. He appears to work 4s by 
instinct and never bothers about lower- 
ing the scene to the stage to take a look 
at it from a convenient distance. He 
knows it is right and—just goes ahead. 

Mr. Talbot has been identified wkh the 
theatrical business practically all his life. 
He was reared in Cincinnati and his par- 
ents resided near the theater in that 
city. As a smal] boy he took an interest 
in matters pertaining to the stage, and

|it was not long before he was occupying 


the position of call boy in the house. As 


he grew oldér in years and confidence in 
his own ability he began speaking a few 
lines in various proauctions. Later he 
was with several big road companies, 
and at one time played in the same or- 
ganization with Lawrence Barrett. He 
tired of acting, however, and decided to 
be a scenic artist. 

He was in New Orleans at the time he 
made this resolution and went from 
there to New York, where he learned the 
business. Since then he has painted 
scenery for theaters all over tHe coun- 
try. Some of the largest productions that 
have gone on the road from Chicago, 
Philadelphia and New York have car- 
ried work from his brush. Before coming 
to Atlanta he assisted in getting the 
scenery ready for Charles H.Yale’s ‘‘Dev- 
il’s Auction” company in Philadelphia. In 
fact, he has done a large part of Mr. 
Yale’s scenic work for years. 

He is one of the most enthusiastic men 
over his work that could be imagined. 
Evidently he is wedded to his profession, 
for he seems never happier than when, 
brush in hand, he evolves some scene 
that fairly bristles with clever detafis. 
He says he makes no preliminary prepa- 
ration except to know the character of 
the scene, the principal objects and a few 
measurements. Some sketchy charcoal 
lines give him a basis upon which to 
work and upon them he builds the pic- 
ture—be it landscape, waterscape, ‘‘inte- 
rior” or what not. 

For this work he uses earth colors 
mixed with glue. They produce a sub- 
dued effect. which is heightened to a re- 
markable degree by the stage lights. Did 
he use regular of] paints the canvas would 
prove merely a reflector and half the peo- 
ple in the theater would never know 
what it was meant, for it would dlind 
them. 

“When a scenic artist has plenty of 
time at his dispdsal,"’ said Mr. Talbot, “‘he 
usually makes preliminary water color 
sketches of the scenes he intends paint- 
ing. These miniatures are drawn to a 
scale and the trangfer to the regular can- 
vas is a matter of detail. I haven't the 
time to get up these drawings and there- 
fore have to work directly on the can- 
vas before me on the paint frame. There 
is a fascination about the work that ap- 
peals to me and I..manage to get no lit- 
tle pleasure out of it.’
